Actions in re IRBM Program 




The attached self-explanatory draft telgrams nave to do with certain 
actions relating to IRBMs that need to be taken promptly. The only one 
of the drafts on which Defense has been consulted thus far is the second 
telegram which conveys the proposed Defense press release, and comments 
to be made to the NAC. Mr. Quarles has approved the press release except 
for two or three minor wording changes, but the additional comments to be 
made by Ambassador Burgess have not yet been considered beyond the working 
level in Defense. ^^ 

The basic position on the German question has already been indicated by 
the Secretary, but we should have a clear Departmental approach on the 
presentation of this position and on the notification to the NAC before 
consulting further with Defense. 

It would be highly desirable for these messages to go out today or 
tomorrow. Therefore, I should appreciate your giving the drafts urgent 
attention and would hope to have your clearance or comments before noon 
today if at all possible to allow time for Defense clearance this 
afternoon.
